mails. 
The people explain that they 
have no friends to write to and that 
they are all too busy to write any­ 
how. 
There has not been an idle man in 
Ironsport since 1909. 
The mines are 
running full time and every miner 
iwns his own home. Some time ago 
:he police department disbanded, the 
:hief declaring there had been no ar­ 
rests made w ithin six months and that 
it is only a waste of public money to 
keep salaried policemen. 
The village records one fire in two 
Fears and the damage then was $200. 
A recent census showed 
that 
me 
population is composed of 637 Irish­ 
men, l l Welshmen and 52 Germans. 
Until October, 1911, there were only 
l l men. and women in Ironsport who 
had “ no church.” 
A Zanesville priest 
recently reported that he had succeed­ 
ed in converting these l l persons. 
The school teachers of 
Ironsport, 
four in number, declare that Ironsport 
children are unusually bright, owing 
to the moral influence of the town. Not 
since a circus visited Ironsport three 
years ago has there been a person seen 
on the streets so late as midnight.—

17.— Adjt. Gen. 
Fred C. Ainsworth, who was relieved 
of his office Thursday on charges as­ 
sumed to be those of conduct prejudi­ 
cial to good order and discipline, yes­ 
terday was placed on the retired list 
on his own application. 
As far as the arm y is concerned, 
this action ends the whole matter. 
General Ainsworth is now a retired 
officer and no longer under orders 
from the wa* department. 
He w ill 
not be tried liy court-martial and no 
charges are i>ending against him. He 
w ill retire with the rank of major 
general, with pay of $6,000 
year, 
instead of with the rank and pay of a 
retired lieutenant general, as was the 
Hay plan. 
Friends of General Ainsworth in 
the house of representatives, who re­ 
sented the charge that the adjutant 
general had been surreptitiously giv­ 
ing information to the m ilitary affairs 
committee, were planning to institute 
a thorough investigation into the war 
department. 
This solution of the situation was 
most heartily welcomed by all con­ 
cerned, from the highest official down. 
Though the afternoon 
papers were 
filled with reports of Intentions of 
congress to investigate 
the 
entire 
Wood-Ainsworth and Stimson contro­ 
versy, army officers believe the mat­ 
ter will be dropped. 
General Ainsworth would have been 
60 years old on September l l, 1912. 
He had, therefore, more than four 
yeurs to serve before retiring, because 
of age.

wages paid are based on an average of 
a dollar a day, but many make as high 
as two dollars doing ‘task’ work. 
“ Cuba is rich in minerals; but the 
development of the islands is retard­ 
ed by the continued unrest, due to the 
fear that at any time, as in any Latin 
country, there may be a revolution. 
I don’t mean to Bay that there is any 
reason to think a revolution is immi­ 
nent in Cuba. 
That would not be cor­ 
rect, but there is always the appre­ 
hension that, some time there may be 
an uprising. 
“ I have given no attention to politics 
n Cuba. That is a question that doesn't 
appear to concern many 
Americans. 
There is no doubt, I think, that if it 
were not for the unsettled political 
conditions of Cuba, American capital 
would feel safer in Investing there, 
and there would be many more Amer­ 
icans there. 
At this time I do not 
believe there are any more Americans 
in Cuba than there were a few years 
ago, although the opportunities for 
making money in sugar plantations 
and in other lines are many.”

Consumer of High Quality Teas Rune 
Least Risk of Digestive Dis­ 
turbance. 


The Lancet publishes a concluding 
article upon tea which sums up the 
results of an investigation into the sub­ 
ject under the title of “The Chem­ 
istry, Physiology 
and Esthetics of a 
Cup of Tea.” 
The suggestion that an Infusion of 
good tea consists chiefly 
of caffeine 
tannate Is confirmed. It is pointed out 
that when caffeine and tannin are in a 
state of combination, neither being in 
the free state, the harmful astringent 
qualities of the tannin disappear and 
the bitter taste of free c a ffe ic is not 
perceptibla. 
The teas of high quality yield as a 
rule a simple infusion of caffeine tan­ 
nate, not of caffeine or of tannin. Such 
teas must be regarded as the most de­ 
sirable from a physiological point of 
view. It is interesting to find that as 
a rule the 
expert taster 
picks out 
these teas as teas of high quality. 
Goad teas, in short, according to this 
inquiry, are those which on a five min­ 
ute infusion yield only caffeine in the 
form of caffeine tannate to the in­ 
fusion and bad or indifferent teas are 
those which yield on infusion a tea 
containing, in addition to caffeine tan- 
oate, either caffeine or tannin, but es­ 
pecially tannin, in excess. 
A good 
tea may be made a bad tea, but a bad 
tea can not be made a good tea ex­ 
cept perhaps by very skilful blending. 
Excessive Infusion will spoil a good 
tea, but even a short infusion of a 
bad tea may be as objectionable as 
an excessive infusion of a good tea. 
On physiological grou n ds, therefore, 
the consumer of high quality teas runs 
less risk of digestive disturbance pro­ 
vided the tea is made properly.

IT.—The 
government 
has taken a drastic step in connection 
with the powder scandal. 
At a privy 
council meeting held at the V’ylsee 
palace the other day the president of 
the republic signed a document which 
puts on half pay the engineers re­ 
sponsible for the government powder 
stores. 
It will be remembered that Major 
Sehwerer was ordered by the minis­ 
ter of marine to verify the condition 
of the powder in the stores. 
The in­ 
quiry, one of the papers states todgv, 
is decisive. 
All the powders are sus­ 
pected. 
The manufacture was affect­ 
ed in such quantities that it is impos­ 
sible to declare that a single quantity 
of powder was above reproach. 
It is 
stated that in ail the stores the same 
error was committed, and the minister 
of marine only knew this ten days 
after the blowing up of the Liberte. 
M. Delcasse then inquired into the 
new powder supplied to the marine, 
and found that a quantity bearing the 
date 1903 had lieen mired with the 
powder manufactured in 1906. 
This 
was rejected by the marine. 
It was 
again mixed wit ii . new powder and 
passed off as new. 
This system, we are told. was car­ 
ried on until I hi I. 
There is no alle­ 
gation of sabotage. 
It is a question of 
a scientific error. 
The evil is now being remedied, but 
it is calculated that it will faire from 
16 to 18 months before the 4.500 ton? 
of powder necessary for the fleet can 
be manufactured. 
M. 
Delcas-s* 
has 
given orders that the powder on board 
battleships shall be examined daily, 
that all the magazines shall be rigor­ 
ously inspected one by one. 
These 
orders are now boing carried out. Ex­ 
perts spend two or three hours every 
day in verifying the powder. 
When 
naval officers find that other measures 
of security should be taken they are 
ordered to report at once.
